Many of these newspaper articles declare that if it 
were not for this principle we would be about as good a people as the average 
of our neighbors. But our friends in this country need: not quarrel with us 
on this account, We do not try to force our marriage views on our neighbors. 
To toll thé truth, we think there are thousands of men in this country who 
are unworthy of any wife at all, and society would be much better if they 
were entirely ‘deprived of the association of women, either as wives or mis- 
tresses. If phural marriage were practiced in England; it would give u great 
many cowardly’ ruffians the barbarous: luxury of beating several women 
instead of one; and many rascals would take advantage — the increased 
opportunities for wife desertion. The stats of society is altogether different 
in Utah te that which exists here. In this country they are continually put- 
ting men into prison for deserting their wives, whereas in Utah,; the great 
will ar desert them. 
as @ matter of convenience and sometimes much more unworthy motives enter 
into ita consideration, whereas, Among the Latter-day Saints in Utah, mar- 
riageis looked upon as one of the most sacred of religious ordinances, affecting, 
for time and eternity, those-who'enter into it. It must also be admitted that 
there is great laxity in this country in relation to the crimes of seduction and 
adultery.’ This is in striking contrast to the manner in which the Latter-day 
Saints regard them. We lock upon ‘sexual ‘impurity’ as crime of awful 
magnitude and ranking among the greatest offübnn. Agnin, in sexual sin 
society’é Virtuous indignation: here falls heaviest upon the offending woman, 
but in Utah upon the man. One more difference ‘we will note: People in 
this country marry for this life only, but the Latter-day Saints in Utah 
marry for time and eternity. Now just consider for a moment how this one 
difference affects our ideas of marriage. Suppose our friends in this country, 
ho are not of our faith, modified their views on marriage sufficiently to 
believe in the eternity of the marriage covertant, (and we cannot cc how any 
man who ‘is blessed with a good: wife can regard such a principle: with any
